Cancel claims 11-12. 

Amend the claims 7, 10 and 13-14 as follows: 

Claim 7. A method of producing a an antibody which inhibits an activity of 
gelatinase B, the method comprising: 

(a) generating antibodies using a compos i t i on a hapten comprising transition 
metal ion-bound chelator, wherein said compos i t i on i s so l octod hav i ng structura l 
and ele ctron i c prop e rt ie s s i m il ar to a functiona l doma i n of th e g el at i nas e B 
chelator comprises substituted porphyrin : and 
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(b) testing an inhibitory effect of said antibodies on the gelatinase B, thereby 
producing the antibody which inhibits an activity of gelatinase B. 

1 0. The method of claim 7, wherein said transition metal ion in the transition 
metal ion bound chelator is a trans i t i on m e ta l i on selected from the group consisting of 
cobalt and Zinc. 

13. The method of claim 4410, wherein said po l yam i n e chelator is porphyrin. 

14. The method of claim 7 10, wherein said compos i t i on transition metal ion 
bound chelator is a tetra-carboxy phenyl porphyrin Zn(ll). 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant has made novel antibody using hapten comprising tetra-carboxy phenyl 
prophyrin Zn(ll) wherein said antibody inhibits activity of gelatinase B. Prior art does 
not anticipate or suggest the use of hapten comprising tetra-carboxy phenyl prophyrin 
Zn(ll) for the production of antibody that inhibits activity of gelatinase B. As such the 
claimed antibody made by using hapten comprising tetra-carboxy phenyl prophyrin 
Zn(ll) wherein said antibody inhibits activity of gelatinase B is novel and non-obvious.
